Roedern,

minister, according 
to an Amsterdam dispatch to Reuters. 
In the course of his speech, in which 
he announced the new war credit of 
1.5,000,000.000 
marks. 
Count 
von 
Roedern explained that the increase 
in taxation was necessary because the 
budget provides no new money, while 
the "safety law" 
enacted 
last year 
called for an increase of fifty to sixty 
per cent, in the legal reserve. 


Count von Roedern said that 
the 
war credit vote last October was near- 
ly exhausted and continued, "As in all 
the belligerent countries, so also here, 
the war expenditures in the last few 
months has created a certain tension, 
but it is certainly not greater with us 
than with our enemies. I have no rea- 
son to suppose that the 
proportion 
of two to one which I estimated in 
' October as existing between the ex- 
penditure of the entente and the cen- 
tral powers has changed. 


The war expenditure of the world 
exceeds 300,000,000,000 of marks and 
not more than 100,000,000,000 is our 
share. 
The 
cost 
in the next few 
months will not relax and therefore I 
ask a war credit of 
15,000,000,000 
. marks. 
Next month we must issue 
I another 
war loan and this 
budget 
feature is certainly serious, but our 
economic life gives us no reason to 
look to

"State aid is necessary to stimulate 
and encourage communities to carry 
on work in vocational education. 
At 
the same time legislation should pro- 
vide that local communitiees shouold 
I be permitted to initiate and maintain 
vocational training, if desired, entire- 
ly apart from state support and su- 
pervision. 


"The proper expenditure of 
state 
moneys for vocational schools should 
be left to the local authorities."

Thi Flood Relief 
Balance. 


There is, we think, serious doubt of the -wisdom of the action of 
those who, as the result of legal action at Indianapolis, have brought 
about an order for the distribution among those who suffered damagi 
during the Indiana flood of 1913 the balance of the fund contributed 
for relief in that emergcnc}'. 
The total remaining, approximately 
$66,000, spread over the some twenty-five counties entitled to partic- 
ipate in it, will amount to little for each individual case, and it is the 
opinion of The Sentinel that it Avould have been m^ich better to have 
followed the suggestion of Ex-Governor Ralston and peraiitted the 
fund to remain on hand to instantly meet such further emergency 
from flood or other disaster as may occiu' within the state. 


It is true the money was given for 1913 flood relief and for no 
other purpose. It v. as the contribution of generous hearts which 
heard the cry of distress and came forward promptly to assist in re- 
lieving it. Under the direction of Mr. Ralston, then governor of In- 
diana, the funds were used to meet such necessitous cases as were 
brought to his notice. There was a total of $141,088.96 contributed to 
this end, of v/hich $83,171.34: was distributed in March and April 
1913. This, it is presumed, embraced all the really urgent cases which 
were submitted to the governor from any section of the state. It man- 
ifestly did not include all who had suffered damage by the flood con- 
ditions, but the remainder managed somehow to get along without 
making an appeal to this benevolence during those trying days. 


Later, when it developed that a balance remained, there was no 
lack of applications for a share in it. It was the conviction of Mr. 
Ralston and his committee, however, that the intent of the donors was 
not to rehabilitate flood sufferers and completely recompense them for 
losses. Rather the purpose was the tender of relief to, tide over imme- 
diate emergency and to enable the unfortunates to square away and 
make a new start in recouping by their own efforts losses which had 
befallen them. Very naturally and very properl}', we think, they de- 
clined to make disbursements on any other basis. There was no pro- 
vision of law governing the disposition of the fund, and it was then 
.suggested that a ])evmanent state relief fund be created with the flood 
balance as a nucleus. Action to that end was never taken, however, 
and the balance v/itli its interest accumulation has lain in the banks 
ut Indianapolis. 
Noav, upon belated legal action filed by those who 
contend they suffered flood loss and are therefore entitled to relief, 
the balance is to be doled out by the trustee, v.'ho will pass judgment 
on application formally made upon blanks provided by the clerks of 
the countics after ]\Iarch 1. Allen is one of the counties entitled to 
share iu the fund. 


Landmarks 


Though the new part-suffrage law in Indiana does not permit 
them to vote at the primaries for the nomination of city officials this 
spring, the ladies at Huntington are demonstrating a eoiniae»dable 
interest in the primary. The Equal Franchise League of that city has 
extended an invitation to the eight candidates for the Huntington 
mayoralty from all parties to address the women of Huntington, de- 
fining their stand on public questions and explaining why th'ey be- 
lieve they should be nominated. Moreover, the invitation is not likely 
to be spurned by the men who are seeking nomination. Those who 
win in the primary will have to take into account the votes of the 
women in November, and they can scarcely afford to antagonize the 
feminine voters by ignoring their invitation at this time. 
The'very 
sensible view taken by the ladies is also to be strongly commended. 
''The meeting is not only for the purpose of finding out how various 
candidates stand on municipal questions, but is also to be held with a 
view of fitting ourselves to vote intelligently at the fall election," is 
the way they put the case. 


The Sentinel trusts there may be a very deep and definite interest 
on the part of every citizen of Fort Wayne in the present effort to se- 
cure five thousand members of the American Red Cross in this city. 
It is a work worth while. It is a ministration that knows no creed, no 
dogma and no condition but that of necessity for the extension of its 
offices of relief. Patriotic citizens are lending liberally of their effort 
in the cause. They are bringing to Fort Wayne for addresses today 
and this evening Mr. Ernest P. Bicknell, one of the most conspicuous 
figures in Red Cross work the world over. Let Fort Wayne rise to the 
occasion and do it handsomely.

Among the several investigations in 
progress or contemplated, of commodity 
prices, none is of more interest to the 
average business man than the one which 
has just been suggested at Washing- 
ton to cover the basic facts of produc- 
tion and distribution.

An universal training of girls in 
housekeeping is as necessary for the

home" as military training is a neces- 
sity for the maintenance of an army, or 
special training is needed to make an 
aviator, an electrician, a carpenter, a 
brick layer or a member of any profes- 
sion. Girls should be taught about the 
production of food stuffs as well as 
about their consumption. 


"Did you ever hear of a high school 
course that taught Its pupils the value 
of money?" asked Mrs. Frederick.

Fishennen No Loiter An- 
gered When Pests of the 
Sea Gret Tang^led in Nets— 
Catching Shar^ for Shoe 
Leather New Industry on 
Pacific.

Washington, Feb. 24,—^In case w a r 
activities of the U. S. Bureau of Fish- 
eries. a new fishing Induistry h a s beep 
made possible in southern California 
waters. 


Experiments conducted by tanners 
at the suggestion of the department of 
commerce Indicate that shark skin will 
make a practical, cheap and durable 
leather. 


Fishermen 
who 
formerly . cursed 
their luck and slit the throat of the 
shark that became entangled in their 
nets are now skinning these scavengers 
of the deep and selling their pelts for 
foot coverings. 


Several 
fishing 
companies 
here- 
abouts contemplate going into the busi- 
ness on a big scale. 
A Japanese syndi- 
cate is outfitting several boats for s h a r k 
fishing 
exclusively. 
A. L.. Dixon, of 
this port, has succeeded, in bringing in 
a n u m b e r of large s h a r k catches this 
season, and has reaped a considerable 
profit f r o m shark oil. 


Shark oil is the slowest drying lubri- 
cant ever discovered. 
Its greatest com- 
mercial value is for painting roofs. 
A 
roof coated with this oil will shed water 
m u c h better than a painted roof. 


Shark 
fishing 
is a picturesque sort 
of work. 
Dixon's boat leaves h a r b o r at 
four o'clock every morning with a mile 
of nets. 
If the s h a r k s are running he 
often catches a whole school at a sin- 
gle haul. 
The fish will range in size 
f r o m four to 15 feet. 
Occasionally one 
is caught t h a t measures 36 feet. 


Shark fishing, however, will always 
be incidental to other 
fishing. 
W h e n 
boats go out f a r halibut or tuna, if 
they find the sharks plentiful, they will 
not pass them contemptuously by as 
in former daj^s. 


Heretofore the shark has been con- 
sidered useless. 
"The pest of the sea," 
fishermen 
dubbed him. 
It is predicted, 
however, that because of the scarcity 
of leather, big demand for shark hides 
will be forthcoming f r o m shoe m a n u - 
facturers. 


The skin of the Leopard shark is 
particularly desirable because tanning

as a new line of footwear. 


There are 14 varieties of s h a r k s in 
southern California waters, all of. thcni 
suitable for leather. 
While the busi- 
ness of fishing for these leviathan.*? is 
exciting, it is not dangerous as there 
are no man-eaters a m o n g them. 


The Oil shark and the Leopard shark 
possess the greatest commercial value. 
Most peculiar are the Hornback, which 
spears its prey with a horn in its tail 
and then tows it to the bottom; 
the 
Shovel Nose, which has a broad, 
flat 


beak like a shovel; <ho Basking- shark, 
which frequently attains a length of 
."6 feet, and the Trasher, which lashes 
its prey to death with its tail; 
Schools 
of Trasher sharks have been known to 
attack whales in these waters and to 
whip them to death. 


The bigger the shark the more suit- 
able his hide for tanning. 
In fact, the 
thickness of shark leather depends en- 
tirely on the size of the fish.

A change in the method of determin- 
ing the amount of pensions to be paid 
to retired employes of the I^enn.sylva- 
nia railroad Bystem, and its directly 
operated lines cast and west of Pitts- 
burg and Erie, has been authorized by 
the several boards of directors and be- 
came effective v/ith the payments made 
for the month of January, 1917. 
It will 
result in increased 
allowances 
in 
a 
number of instances. 
A minimum of 
$15 per month has also been estab- 
li.shed. 


The purpose of the change is to pro- 
tect employes who are unable, by rea-' 
.son of .sickness or infirmity, to earn full 
time during the closing years of their 
service. 


Pension allowances are 
now 
paid 
monthly by the railroad on the basis of 
one per cent of the average regular 
monthly pay, during the ten years pre- 
ceding retirement, for 'each year of 
service with the company. 
Under this 
method, it has been found that in some 
cases the employes, on account of slck- 
ne.ss or old age, were unable to make 
full time during the ten-year period, 
which resulted in a reduction in the 
amount-s of pensions they would other- 
wise have received. 


Under the new plan, in order to ar- 
rive at the average monthly pay of an j 
employe who has been unable to make . 
full time, the total amount of money j 
earned during the last ten years will j 
be divided by the total number of i 
months or parts thereof he was actual- ' 
ly engaged. 
In case an employe should 
not be engaged at all during the ten- 
year period, the pay he received for'the 
last full month, working under normal 
conditions, will be considered his aver- 
age pay, under the new regulations.

Majority for Passage of the 
Measure Makes Headway 
in State Senate. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 24.—The Indiana 
senate commmittee on criminal code 
today presented a divided report on 
senate bill 259 by McCray, legalizing 
picture shows on Sunday. 
The ma- 
jority report was for passage. The 
attempt to substitute the minority re- 
port was defeated by a rising vote, 37 
to 47. 
The bill was ordered to second 
reading. 


The committee on way.s and means 
recommended for indefinite postpone- 
ment Representative Green's bill au- 
thorizing the appointment of another 
commission by the governor to take 
testimony and establish the Lincoln 
highway route. 


Senator Beardsley's bill 
providing 
for the payment in cash of all road 
taxes came from the house committee 
on roads with a divided report. The 
majority was for indefinite postpone- 
ment. 
After some debate the commit- 
tee report went over a special order 
Tuesday morning. 


Representative Miller's bill author- 
izing cities, towns and townships to 
levy tax for the building and mainten- 
ance of hospitals was recommended 
for passage. 
Compulsory medical in- 
spection of school children received a 
death blow in the state senate, when 
Senator Reidelbach's motion to strike 
out the enacting clause of house bill 
115 was sustained, 27 to 18. 


Senator McCray attacked the bill as 
being "one of a series from the medi- 
cal syndicate," and 
added that its 
adoption would indicate that 
we are 
becoming so paternali.stic as to com- 
pletely wipe out all consideration for 
parents in our public schools. 
Sena- 
tor Reeser, in opposition to the meas- 
ure, said "if the medical science of the 
nation were perfect, I might be in- 
duced to support this measure." 


Upon motion of Senator Negley sen- 
ate bill 346, 
increasing salaries of 
judges of the supreme court and ap- 
pellate court from $6,000 to $7,500 
was reconsidered and passed, 29 to 18. 


The bill had been lost for want of 
a constitutional majority. 
The senate 
agreed to go into executive session 
Monday evening at 8 o'clock for con- 
sideration of the Chambers bill to 
amend the primary election law." 


House bill 13, requiring the em- 
ployment of shot firers in coal mines 
was made a special order of business 
for 11 o'clock Tuesday morning. Sen- 
ate bill 140, the eight hour work day 
for women measure, was made a spe- 
cial order for Monday morning. Sen- 
ate bills sent to engrossment Includea 
McConahay's measure, providing for 
civil service regulations for munici- 
pally owned utilities. 
House bill 463, 
providing for an additional superior 
court in Vigo county was sent to third 
reading. 


Accompanying the general 
appro- 
priation bill was a bill by Representa- 
tive McGonagle reducing the state's 
general fund levy from seven to four 
cents. 
Bills are also pending for re- 
duction of the vocational education 
tax one-half cent and for a repeal of 
the sinking fund tax. If these meas- 
ures pass the total state levy will be 
reduced from 40 to 36% cents. 


Republican leaders in the house ad- 
mit, however, that it will be impossi- 
ble to reduce the state levy unless the 
corporation tax bill now pending in 
the senate is passed.

the driver, shall be more than twenty- 
live hundred pounds. 
With tires be- 
tween three and four inches in width 
the maximum weight is .3,000; between 
four and five inches, 3,500 pounds; 
live inches or over, 3,800 pounds. The 
fine for the violation of this act is not 
less than five dollars nor more than 
fifty dollars. .

"We will remain in session 
without 
recess or adjournment as long as it is 
necessary either to break this 
filibuster 
or to demonstrate that it cannot be 
broken," said Senator Simmons, chair- 
man of the finance committee. 


The conference was held after reupb- 
lican senators had dropped all disguises 
in the filibuster and had participated in 
an obstnjctive debate for two hours on 
the legislative appropriation bill ronfor- 
ence report. In the democratic confer- 
ence held ill the finance committee room, 
were Secretary McAdoo and Senators 
Simmons, Stone, Martin, James, Thomas, 
Swanson and Hughe.-s. 


"We are going to insist on keeping this 
revenue bill before the senate no matter 
what happens," said Senator Simmons. 
"The wliolc preparednc.'ss program and 
the destiny of the nation is dependent 
on this bill and if the republicans want, 
to take responsibility for imperilling tlie 
counti-y tliey will luivc to take blame. 


"There will be no compromise on this 
measure and, if the minority proposes 
to keep up this lilibustor, we shall have 
to fight them with a continuoiis session 
<;f tlie .«cnate." 


"If tho republicans want to take 
respon.sibility for delaying the prei)ar- 
ation of the nation in this sravc crisis," 
said Senator James, "they may take 
it, but the coimtry will know where 
the responsibility lies. If republican 
senators want to fight for the inter- 
ests of munitions makers so that they 
may reap the profits of warfare and 
escapo payment of any of its tax bur- 
dens, tho country also shall be in- 
formed of that."

chance that he can lead his league for a 
span of ten years. 


But Cobb, one of the gamest ball players 
that ever lived, is going to trj'. 
H e has 
spent the winter in the open, keeping his 
nerves steady, his body strong and his 
eyes clear. 
He already has told Manager 
Jennings t h a t he will 
report with 
the 
veterans a t Waxahachie, Tex., on March 
10. 
In the past he generally has been 
the last player to reach the Detroit train- 
ing camp. 
Cobb wants to start the sea- 
son under a full head of steam—he hopes 
to drive himself from April until October. 
He will take chances on becoming stale, 
but "taking «hances has long since been 
child's play for the Georgian.

Joie Ray, diminutive Chicago distance 
runner, is only one example of the supe- 
riority of present day athletes of those 
of other years. 


Ray has recently set two new recorás, 
clipping off whole seconds from the old 
m a r k s for the one and one-half and two 
mile indoor runs and during the ¡summer 
expects to knock a few of Al Shrubb's 
distance records miles high. 


Only a few of the records of other de- 
cades remain standing. 
Ray shattered a 
venerable one when he stepped the un- 
common mile and a half in 6:45. 
The old 
record of 6:46 2-6 had been set by Tommy 
ConnefC in 1895. 


In the two, mile race Joie 
negotiated 
the distance faster than It had ever been 
run 
in America, 
clipping almost 
thre» 
seconds off the mark made by Geeorge 
Bonhag several years before and coming 
within 1 4-6 seconds of the world's out- 
door record of 9:9 3-5 held by Al Shrubb. 


Ray could have made better time, as 
he loafed part of the distance and was 
continually 
bothered 
by slow 
handicap 
men getting in his way. 


But on this occasion he wasn't after 
Shrubb's record, 
for 
It wouldn't 
have 
counted anyway, a s Shrubb r a n his fast 
two wiles outdoors. 


Other modem performances are equally 
remarkable. 
For many years it w a s said 
that professional record of 4:12 2-5 set by 
W. G. George for the mile would nevei 
be beaten. 
Then Norman Taber clipped 
a fraction of a second from the m a r k and 
it is quite possible that the mile will bo 
run in 4:10 before many seasons 
have 
passed. 


With the exception of the record of 
21 1-5 f o r ' t h e 220-yard dash there is not 
a record standing that was made 20 years 
ago. 
This, of course, applies to events 
usually included in meets and not to un- 
usual distances. 


B. J. Wefers ran -the 220 in 21 1-5 in 
1896. 
Half a dozen other athletes have: 
equaled the mark, but it has never been 
run in even time.

posed of some of the boys, played the 
accompaniment. 


Then Chaplain MacNair—the Rev. 
James Duncan MacNair, and the name 
gives you a picture of the man—big, 
six-footed, weighing 225 pounds, with 
a hearty Scotch "burr"—led his stal- 
wart congregation in the Lord's prayer. 


And the boys knew 
it, 
too—well 
enough to repeat it without hesitation. 


They read responsively 
from 
the 
Book of Proverbs—the young men's 
book of the Bible: 


"My son, if sinners entice thee, con- 
sent thou not. 


"The ^ear of the Lord is the begin- 
ning of knowledge; but fools despise 
wisdom and Instruction. 


"Trust in the Loi-d with all thine 
heart; and lean not unto thine own un- 
derstanding. 


"In all thy ways acknowledge Him, 
and He will direct thy path. 


"Keep thy heart with all diligence; 
for out of it are the issues of life." 


And when the chaplain prayed again 
every head was bowed—something I 
have never seen in any other religious 
meeting. 


There was absolute silence, except 
for the noises made by workmen on 
deck, who were busy, even on Sunday, 
getting the ship ready for action. 


"Choose ye this day whom ye will 
serve," was the chaplain's text. 
In 
the simplest fashion he talked 
for 
twenty minutes 
about the 
decisions 
that men are constantly called upon 
to make, pointing out how the right 
decisions may be arrived at. 


The only apparent difference be- 
tween this sei'vice and that in a reg- 
ular church was that the audience was 
composed exclusively of men. and that 
thei-e was no collection. 


But these are vital differences, be- 
cause it means that the chaplain must 
preach a virile, manly message—with 
lots of punch in it—or he won't have 
a congregation, because the attendance 
is purely voluntai-y. 


It means also that he can preach 
right straight at the men without fear 
of offending some rich man in the con- 
gregation who may cut off his contri- 
butions. 


"The men on different battleships 
are as different as the people in the 


various churches," the chaplain said 
to me after the service. 


"There Is a distinct 
individuality 
about each ship's crew," he added. 


He might have gone farther. 
He 
might hav-e said that not only are the 
crews on different warships different, 
but every man in every crew is also 
different. 


Why should men be just "men" sim- 
ply because they are sailors? 
Why 
isn't 
there 
room for differences in 
tastes and temperaments among sail- 
ors just as there is among men of any 
other cla^s or occupation? 


Here's where many of us have made 
our mistake in dealing with Uncle 
Sam's seamen, in social and civic and 
religious matters. 
We have forgotte:-. 
that they came principally from Amer- 
ican homes and 
firesides—just 
\vnere 
the rest of us came from. 


The chaplain deals with his parish- 
ioners as individuals. 
They come to 
his little office aboard ship with their 
personal problems. 


Preaching is a small part of his 
work. 
It furnishes an opportunity to 
proclaim great religious truths to the 
men. 


Too Much Food Fuel Clogs Our Bodies 
and Catises Waste 


Food is taken into the human bodj 
for the purpose of supplying energy for 
the movement of the body and its parts 
and to furnish heat 
to keep 
the 
body 
warm.

If too little fuel is taken into the 
body an insuflficient number of 
heat 
units to operate it are received and it 
works inefficiently. 
If, 
on 
the other 
hand, too great an amoimt of food is 
taken the body 
becomes 
clogged and 
works just as if it had received too 
small an amount. 


The most important thing is to re- 
move promptly all of the waste mate- 
rials remaining after the food had given 
up its heat units. If too great an amount 
of the waste stuff is allowed to remain 
the fires of the body are in danger of 
being put out by these poisonous ma- 
terials. 


Many people eat great quantities of 
food without realizing it. 
This is due 
to the common delusion 
that 
candy, 
fruit, pop corn and other articles eaten 
between meals "do not count." 


Another common oversight is to over- 
look such things as butter and cream, 
which may contain more actual food val- 
ue than all the rest of the meal put to- 
gether. 


It is physical and not mental work 
which uses up the greater part of our 
food. A robust man engaged in active 
exercises in the open air may commit 
eating indiscretions which would be very 
harmful to the indoor worker. 


There is no foundation for the com- 
mon impression that brain-work or ex- 
penditure of mental energy crcates a 
special need for food. The brain worker 
often gains weight without eating very 


much. 
What he really needs is exer- 
cise to use up the food. If he will not 
take exercise he should reduce Ùb food 
even below the small amount on whicb 
he gains weight.

Food we put into our bodies three 
times a day serves much the same func- 
tion as the coal shoveled into an engine. 


It furnishes the energy for all of the 
movements of the body and its p o ^ 
and it furnishes the heat to keèp the 
body warm. 
In Avinter, when » great 
deal more heat must be formed, a caf- 
ficient diet is especially important. 


People would not feel so run ^own in 
the spring, if they had cultivât^ prop- 
er food habits during the cold months. 


Here are a number of meal-time max- 
ims that will help keep one well: 


1—Come to meals with clean hands. 
2—Eat joxir meals with good cheer. 
Worry and grief retard the . digestive 
processes. 


3—Avoid extremes of température in 
eating. Do not take food and driidc too 
cold or too hot. 
Ice water, if drunk at 
all, should be drunk before the meaL 
• 


4—Eat bread and raw v^tables at 
the beginning of the meal—these stim- 
ulate the flow of gastic jtiices. 


5—Chew your food thoroughly; your 
stomach has no teeth. 
Do 
not wash 
down unchewed food with cofifee, tea or 
other drinks. 


6—Do not eat to excess. 
Normally 
your appeitte should be an index erf 
your wants. 


7—Appetite and relish are important 
factors in promoting the flow of gastric 
juice so food should be prepared and 
served in an appetizing manner. 


8—Do not eat meat, eggs, or other 
protein foods in excess. 


9—If you have a feeling of distress or 
fullness after a meal your diet or man- 
ner of eating needs regulation. 


10—Do not engage in excessive phy- 
sical or mental exertion immediately be- 
fore a full meal.

The craving for food 
and the enjoyment with which it is 
eaten helps digestion greatly—the first 
flow of gastric juice is due to nervt. 
stimulation. 
The color or taste of 
food starts its flow.. That is why it is 
called "appetite Juice." 


Fear and worry over the daily food 
has a serious depressing effect on the 
digestion. 
Constant thought of any 
organ is not benificial to its condition. 
To be afraid of 
what you eat, con- 
stantly in doubt and always watching 
for result, Is not conducive to general 
vigor and normal functions. 


If a food of si^iecial kind is desir- 
able, it is usually far better for some 
one other than the person himself to 
suggest it. 
If there Is no one else to 
make the choice for you, choo»B the 
foods you think ¡will serve, you best. 
Bat them with confidence and secur- 
ity of mind; forget about food fraud.

Gains cf the Churches in 1916 
| 


The churches of the United States 
ave not suffered financially from the 
European war and the increased cost 
of living, nor has their ordinary rate 
of growth been reduced the past year. 
I They have given freely toward 
the 
millions of money sent to the war- 
afflicted populations of Europe 
and 
Asia, and yet maintained their own 
regular work, 
evangelistic, mission- 
ary, benevolent and educational, with 
undiminished force. 
The Year Book 
of the Federal Council of the Churches 
of Christ in America for 1917, edited 
by Dr. H. K. Carroll, gives full sta- 
tistics, 
showing 
that 
the 
religious 
bodies. Catholic, Protestant and East- 
ern Orthodox, had in 1916 an aggre- 
gate of over 40,000,000 communicants 
or members, crossing the forty mil- 
lion mark by about 17,000. 
The net 
increase of the year was 747,000, or 
204,000 more than the Increase for 
1915. 
In 
1890 
the 
total 
religious 
strength 
was 
20,618,000, so that In 
twenty-six years following the net in- 
crease has been 19,399,000 or 94 per 
cent., while the gain in the population 
of the country for the same period has 
been about 39,000,000 or 61 per cent. 


c-hurches therefore gained faster 
than the population. 


Of the gains in 1916, about 216,000 
were of the Roman Catholic and some 
500,000 
of 
the 
Protestant 
bodies. 
Among the latter, 136,000 are credited 
to the Methodist, 132,000 to the Bap- 
tist, and upward 
of 
79,000 to the 
Presbyterian 
and 
Reformed 
group. 
The Episcopal church had a gain of 
27,000, and the Lutheran bodies of 
20,000. 


The thirty constituent bodies of the 
Federal council report a total of 17,- 


996,000 communicants, a gain In 1916 
of about •254,000. 
Except for an ex- 
traordinary revision of the returns of 
the Disciples of Christ, causing an ap- 
parent loss of about 185,000, the gains 
of the churches comprising the Fed- 
eral council would have been much 
larger. 


The gain 
in 
1916 in number 
of 
churches was small, only 117. 
In the 
previous year, however, there was a 
net loss. 
The smallness of the in- 
crease this year is due to decreases re- 
ported by several denominations and 
denominational groups. 
The Disciples 
of Christ sustain an apparent loss of 
769, 
caused 
by 
faulty 
method 
of 
counting in previous years; the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church loses 68, the 
Northern Baptists 33, the 
Northern 
Presbyterians 
97, the 
Episcopalians 
7. 
These and other losses reduce the 
considerable 
gains 
of 
the 
Roman 
Catholics, 199, the United 
Brethren, 
70, the 
Lutheran 
synodical confer- 
ence, 105, etc. 
It is quite probable 
that churches, particularly in the ru- 
rual regions, 
are 
being 
closed or 
merged for the sake of economy and 
efficiency. 


The 
gain 
In 
ministers 
is 
2,643, 
which is nearly double that of 1915. 
The largest gain, 478, is reported by 
the Roman Catholic church;the 
Bap- 
tist added 365, the Lutherns 159, and 
other bodies smaller numbers. 


Returns for Sunday schools in the 
United States for 1916 show a much 
larger aggregate 
of 
Sunday school 
scholars than 
any 
previous 
report 
given, and that the net increase in the 
last ten years is more than 6,300,000 
with a gain of 
between 
15,000 and 
16,000 schools.

Bo it enacted by the 
general assembly of the state of In- 
diana, that every woman wh(^ is a cit- 
izen of the United States of the age of 
twenty-one 
(21) years and 
upward,, 
who shall have resided in this state 
during the six (6) months, and in the 
township sixty (60) days, and In the 
war dor precinct thirty (30) days, im- 
mediately preceding any election, shall 
be entitled to vote In the township or 
precinct where she may reside, shall 
be allowed to vote for presidential elec- 
tors, delegates to a constitutional con- 
vention, for attorney general, for chief 
of the bureau of statistics, for state 
geologist, for reporter of the supreme 
court, for judges of the appellate court, 
the superior courts, criminal 
courts, 
probate courts and juvenile courts; for 
members of the county council, for 
county assessor, for township trustee, 
township advisory board and township 
assessor, for 
all 
elective officers of 
cities and towns, for all school officers 
elected by the people, and for all other 
elective officers not provided for in tho

GROWING THE CHERRY 
COMMERCIALLY 


Probably 
no 
tree fruit 
is grown 
more widely throughout the countrj' 
than the sour cherry, or "pie" cherry, 
a-s it is often called. 
The distribution 
of sweet cherries is more restricted. 
The thirteenth census reports for the 
entire country a total of 11,822,044 
cherry 
trees 
of 
bearing 
age, 
and 
about one-half as many not of bear- 
ing age. 
Those of bearing age are 
distributed 
in 
every 
state 
in 
the 
Union and range in number in the 
different states from 120 in Florida 
to more thaui one million In each of 
the states of Pennsylvania and Ohio. 
However, 
in most of the states in 
which many cherries are srrown the 
commercial 
interests 
are 
relatively 
small compared with several others in 
which the number of trees is con- 
siderably less. 
In the latter the in- 
dustry is largely centralized in cer- 
tain locations or regions where the

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ries are less hardy 
than

best 
known sour sorts. 
Their endurance 
of cold corresponds more nearly to 
that of the i>each. 
It may be doubted 
whether sweet cherries as a

endure long, hot summers any better 
than the sour sorts, possibly not as 
well. 


The most 
important 
sweet-cherry 
producing regions are in the Pacific 
Coast States, where the sour cherry

production of sweet cherries is con-

In selecting a location foV cherry 
arrowing—that is, the general region 
or community in which t^e enterprise

culture has been mentioned.

making keen competition in seasons 
of a good crop in the several more 
Important sections of commercial pro- 
duction. 
As the younger orchards, of 
which there are many, come into full 
bearing, competition naturally may be 
expected to increase rather than de- 
crease, with its corresponding effect 
upon 
the 
prices 
received 
by 
the 
grower, unless there is an 
increase 
In consumption. 
This possibly 
may 
be brought about either by the cherry 
becoming more popular or by reach- 
ing 
markets 
not 
fully 
supplied 
through the usual channels of dis- 
tribution. 


The 
prospective 
cherry 
grower, 
therefore, will do well when seeking 
a location for an orchard to take fully 
Into account the extent to which the 
demand for cherries is supplied in the 
markets that are within a convenient 
radius of any location that he may 
consider. 
Where one can locate, or is 
located, 
in 
a 
good 
cherry-growing 
section and within easy reach of a 
town not well supplied with cherries. 


it seems probable that an 
orchard 
of this fruit may be planted with 
reasonable prospects of profitable re- 
turns. 


In fact, some orchards known to 
the writer, which are located in re- 
gions even where there are no large 
towns, are proving very satisfactory. 
These are regions in which little at- 
tention is being given to fruit grow- 
ing, yet where there are possibilities 
in this direction. 
Enterprising farm- 
ers who have planted orchards, 
in- 
cluding other fruits as well as che>- 
ries, find a ready salé at good prices 
for their entire product among the 
people in the surrounding communi- 
ties, who come to the orchards for 
their supplies, thus greatly simplify- 
ing the marketing problems so far as 
the growers are concerned. 


THE DEMAND FOR SQUABS INCREASING 


WINTEailNG BEESL 


Preferably have hives facing south 
on sloping ground out of the direct 
sweep of the winter winds. 


Wrap each hive with a layer of tar 
paper 
or 
other 
heavy 
wrapper, 
of 
course leaving the entrance open. 


If a super is left on, the frames 
should be removed from it and re- 
placed with a bag of dry leaves from 
the woods. 


Prevent the snow from drifting up 
so as to close the entrance, for bees 
need air even in the middle of the 
winter. 


As the winter advances the older 
bees die off and drop to the bottom 
of the hive where they may interfere 
with the ventilation when the cold 
weather will not permit workers to 
throw them out. 
To avoid this, rake 
out the dead bees from time to time 
and keep the entrance open.—-L, Hase- 
man. 


Hatching and Rearing Sqnabs—The 


hen pigeon usua:ily lays two eggs in 
three days before she starts to sit. 
If more than two eggs are laid it is 
advisable to remove the extra ones, 
as a pair of pigeons can raise only 
two good squabs at one time. 
The 
period of incubation of pigeon eggs 
is about 17 days. 
Both the male and 
female pigeon sit on the eggs, the 
male usually relieving the female dur- 
ing part or most of the day. 
Pigeon 
eggs are usually fertile if the pigeons 
are healthy and properly fed, espe- 
cially 
when 
they 
have 
free 
range. 
One squab 
(usually the male) 
fre- 
quently hatches first, and wherè there 
are several cases where one squab 
outgrows its nest mate, it may be ad- 
visable to sort the squabs in the nests, 
making the pairs as uniform as pos- 
sible in size and age. 
They should 
usually be changed in the nest, how- 
ever, 
before they are 10 days old, 
at 
which 
time 
their 
parents 
stop 
feeding them on pigeon milk. 


Squabs are reared and fed by both 
of thé parent birds on a thick, creamy 
mixture called pigeon, milk, produced 
in thp crop of the pigeons. 
It is very 
essential that the pigeons have a plen- 
tiful supply of grain while they are 
rearing squabs if rapid groWth of the

to. -.be"" secured. ' Pigeons 
usually feed the squabs shortly after 
they themselves are fed/and should 
not be disturbed at that time, thus 
making it advisable to water 
them 
before 
they are fed. 
Care should 
always be taken not to frighten or

parent birds die the squabs may some- 
times be removed to a nest where 
there is only one squab, or they may 
be fed artificially, although this proc- 
ess takes considerable time. 


A variety of good, hard grains is 
essential to success, and grains which 
are in poor condition should not be 
fed. 
Old grains which are hard are 
better than new soft grains, especially 
for pigeons with squabs. 
Good wheat 
screenings are often fed with success. 


Clear drinking water, grit, broken 
oyster shell and charcoal should be 
kept before the pigeons all the time. 
Salt is fed in various forms, and a 
supply of this material is generally 
considered essential. 
Salt may be fed 
in a lump form, such as rock salt or. 
fine salt moistened and baked 
into 
a hard lump, without danger of the 
pigeons eating too much. 


Pans of water should bé provided 
daily except during the winter. 
They 
should be used only about twice a 
Week during the winter. 


Squabs are fed by their 
parents 
until they are 
marketed, 
which 
is 
usually at from 3 
to 4% weeks of 
age. 
They must be sold about this 
age, as the period^during which they 
are ready for market rarely exceeds 
one week. 
St^nabs are in good mar- 
ket condition 
when fully 
feathered 
under 
the 
wings, 
which 
is 
usually 
about the time they begin to leave 
their nests, and if not killed at this 
time they soon lose their baby fat and 
their flesh begins to get hard. 


Catch the squabs to be marketed 
in the morning before they are fed 
by their parents, so that their crops 
will be empty. 
Squabs are usually 
killed in the same manner as poultry 
by cutting the arteries in the back 
part of the roof of the mouth and 
piercing the brain, but if sent to mar- 
ket without plucking they are usually 
killed by wringing or breaking 
the 
neck. 
The latter is done by pressing 
the thumb against the place where 
the bones of the neck join the head, 
until the head is dislocated. 
In stick- 
ing, the squabs are hung by their 
legs on nails or hooks, with 
their 
wings double-locked. 
After they are 
stuck the feathers 
are 
immediately 
plucked clean with the exception of 
the head, and the birds are cooled 
either by placing them in cold water 
or by hanging them in a cool place. 
The crop should be cut open and 
thoroughly cleaned if it contains any 
feed. 


Squabs should be graded according 
to size and quality, as dark-colored 
and small squabs tend to lower the 
price paid for an entire shipment of 
mixed 
squabs. 
They 
are 
usually 
packed for shipment in a good supply 
of cracked ice, breasts up. with par- 
affin paper between eách layer of ice 
and squabs.

charges on small shipments of squabs, 
reduce the profit materially, making 
it diflicult to sell the squabs from a 
small fiock at a profit if they have 
to be chipped to commission men. 
As 
the period at which a squab is right 
for market is not over one week, it is 
necessary to have a good-sized flock 
to have ovtr one dozen squabs ready 
for 
market 
at 
one time. 
A 
local 
market which will take any number 


of squabs is a gréât aid to thé sAiall 
producer. 
Where one haa ?. small 
flock it usually pay» bést to build It 
up until it is large enough to make 
good-sized shipments of squabs. 
Tbie, 
however, requires a constant outlay 
without any return for some time. 


The production of squabs from each 
pair of breeders varies from 1 or 3 to 
as high-as 10 or 11 pairs a year, but 
an average of from 6 to 7 pairs is a 
fair estimate, 
although some squab 
breeders do better than this. 
Squabs 
usually sell at the highest price« dur- 
ing cold weather, as pigeons do not 
breed as freely during the winter aM 
during the spring.

He had a large grove 
o: maples that furnished the poles, 
lie dug a ditch as though he were 
going to put in tile. 
In.stead of tile 
he laid two poles in the bottom of the 
ditch with a third pole on top of these 
two. 
He then threw in a little straw 
and weeds on top of these poles and 
plowed in the ditch. 
Some of this 
work was done twenty-five years ago— 
seventeen years ago he did some more 
—today this drain is running a good 
stream oZ water and draining some 
bad seepy places on the hillside in his 
fields. 


It is true these poles rotted out in 
ÍL few years, but this did not stop the 
drain 
by any 
means. 
When 
these 
drains work satisfactorily for twenty- 
five years, they ought to be worth 
while. 


A great many farmers who do not 
have the money to buy tile have lots 
of poles on their farms that might be- 
used in this way. 
This farmer had 
a grovo that was worth mighty little 
to him as it stood. 
By utilizing the 
poles in this grove he was able to 
make them worth a great deal to 
him.—O. R. Johnson.

suffering from worms generally have a 
good appetite, but apparently benefit 
little from the food eaten. 


There may be no symptoms which 
point conclusively to worms, but this 
trouble is so common that if the colts 
and horses are not doing as well aa 
they should for the feed given, a worm 
remedy may prove of decided valua. 
In treating horses for worms, it is well 
to keep in mind that the drug is measi 
for the worm rather than the horse 
and .should, therefore, be given in as 
concentrated form as possible.

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Ths Flood Relief Balance. 


There is, we think, serious doubt of the -wisdom of the action of 


those who, as the result of legal action at Indianapolis, have brought 
about an order for the distribution among those who suffered damagi 
during the Indiana flood of 1913 the balance of the fund contributed 
for relief in that emergency. The total remaining, approximately 
$66,000, spread over the some twenty-five counties entitled to partic- 
ipate in it, will amount to little for each individual case, and it is tho 
opinion of The Sentinel that it would have been much better to have 
followed the suggestion of Ex-Governor Ralston and permitted the 
fund to remain on hand to instantly meet such further emergency 
from flood or o'ther disaster as may occur within the state. 


It is true the money was given for 1913 flood relief and for no 


other purpose. It was the contribution of generous hearts which 
heard the cry of distress and came forward promptly to assist in re- 
lieving it. Under the direction of Mr. Ralston, then governor of In- 
diana, the funds were used to meet such necessitous cases as were 
brought to his notice. There was a total of $141,088.96 contributed to 
this end, of which $83,171.34 was distributed in March and April 
1913. This, it is presumed, embraced all the really \irgent cases which 
were submitted to the governor from any section of the state. It man- 
ifestly did not include all who had suffered damage by the flood con- 
ditions, but the remainder managed somehow to get along without 
making an appeal to this benevolence during those trying days. 


Later, when it developed that a balance remained, there was no 


lack of applications for a share in it. It was the conviction of Mr. 
Kalston and his committee, however, that the intent of the donors was 
not to rehabilitate flood sufferers and completely recompense them for 
losses. Kathcr tlic purpose was the tender of relief to tide over imme- 
diate emergency and to enable the unfortunates to square away and 
make a new start in recouping by their own efforts losses which had 
befallen them. Very naturally and very properly, we think, they dc- 
eliuecl to make disbursements on any other basis. There was no pro- 
vision of law governing the disposition oC the fund, and it was then 
suggested Iliat. a pcrmiineiit state relief fund be created with the flood 
balance as a nucleus. Action to that cud was never taken, however, 
and the balance with its interest accumulation has lain in the banks 
lit Indianapolis. Now, upon belated legal action filed by those who 
contend they suffered flood loss and arc therefore entitled to relief, 
the balance is to be doled out by the trustee, who will pass judgment 
on application formally made upon blanks provided by the clerks of 
the counties after March 1. Allen is one of the counties entitled to 
share in the fund.

Though the new part-suffrage law in Indiana does not permit 


them to vote at the primaries for the nomination of city officials this 
spring, the ladies at Iluntington arc demonstrating a commendable 
interest in the primary. The Equal Franchise League of that city has 
extended an invitation to the eight candidates for the Huntington 
mayoralty from all parties to address the women of Huntington, de- 
fining their stand on public questions and explaining why they be- 
lieve they should be nominated. Moreover, the invitation is not likely 
to be spurned by the men who are seeking nomination. Those who 
win in the primary will have to take into account the votes of the 
women in November, and they can scarcely afford to antagonize the 
feminine voters by ignoring their invitation at this time. The very 
sensible view taken by the ladies is also to be strongly commended. 
"The meeting is not only for the purpose of finding out how various 
candidates stand on municipal questions, but is also to be held with a 
view of fitting ourselves to vote intelligently at the fall election," is 
the way they put the case. 


The Sentinel trusts there may be a very deep and definite interest

Among the several investigations in 


irogrcss or contemplated, of commodity 
iriccs, none is of more interest to the 
average business man than the one which 
ms just been suggested at '{Vashing- 
:on to cover tho basic facts of produc-

tisers haa recently been gathering some 
remarkable facts and figures on this 
subject. They show one after another 
of the big advertisers of Ihc country 
have been able to reduce the price of 
their product or else to improve the 
quality at no increase in price. It is 
a significant fact that nationally ad- 
vertised goods are the 
only products 


which, as a class, have not tended to rise 
in price during the past few years. 


Countless causes are working today to 


force prices up. 
Against 
oil 
these 


forces one force only is working to keep 
prices down—and its name is Advertis- 
ing, according to the data department 
of the association. 


"Every now and then some manufac- 


turer advances the claim that he can 
sell his goods cheaper because he doesn't 
advertise," says Mr. G. F. McClelland, 
who has been compiling figures on this 
subject for the association. "Every one 
who knows the A. B. C. of business 
knows that this claim is impossible on 
its face. Yet it sounds plausible* and 
snch talk deceives millions of people. 


"Two prominent business men were 


'talking things over* not long ago. One 
of them asked the other 'what is the 
most common delusion in tho business 
world today ?' Instantly came the re- 
ply. 'The idea that advertising adds to 
the price of goods.' 


"In the production and marketing of 


goods there are two inevitable costs. One 
is the manufacturing cost; the other is 
the selling cost. And no way has ever 


yet been found by which cither of these 
costs can be eliminated. 


; 
"Whether you buy farm products nt 


1 a grocery store, or mill products nt a 
dry goods store, or laboratory products 
at a drug store, whatever you buy at 
any store, be sure of one thing. The 
price includes the selling cost. It must, 
elac the manufacturer, the wholesaler, 
the retailer and the salesman could not 
live. 


"And just as surely as there arc al- 


ways two items of cost, the manufac- 
turing and the selling, just so surely arc 
there only two ways in which the price 
of goods can ever be reduced.

From the excuses the 
rnilroads have made, it is plain that in 
order to comply with the government 
demand they will have to break a few 
precedents. 


No one believes that if the railroads 


made it their business to relieve the con- 
gestion of cars in large terminals they 
could not do so. One reason why tlicre is 
a coal shortage in Indiana is that tho 
roads have used the cars ordinarily 
available for this service for other pur- 
poses. The coal which is brought into 
this state from distant points must of 
necessity pass through terminals already 
crowded to capacity. But this does not 
explain the inability of many cities to 
get even tho inferior grades of Indiana 
coal. The shortage of outside coal has 
of course created an unusually heavy de- 
mand for Indiana coal, and .this has 
taxed the roads.

Last year saw the return of the bi- 


cycle to popular favor, and to satisfy 
the renewed demand the manufactur- 
ers put out COO,000 bicycles, compared 
with 300,000 in 1015. 
More "bikes" 


would have been made this year exco-pt 
for the shortage of tubing and of labor. 
The doubling of production compared 
with 1915 has not satisfied the demand, 
and the slogan among the manufactur- 
ers for 1917 is "1,000,000 bicycles." 


This output will be within hailing 


distance of the record bicycle produc- 
tion reached in the years 1805-97, when 
bicycles were turned out at the rate of 
over 1,200,000 per annum. 


Tho bicycle Industry of this country, 


with an output of 1,000,000, would rep- 
recent a gross business of about $25,-

As was expected from pre- I 
vions knowledge of Mrs- Frederick, her 
talk was right to the point concerning 
household efficiency and probably no one 
heard her entire talk without getting a 
few suggestions of how to make her own 
work an easier matter, or without a 
prick or two from her conscience con- 
cerning her own selfishness every now 
and then as a consumer. For Jlrs. Fred-, 
erick in the course of her fine address, 
referred to the inconsiderateness of pur- 
chasers who require the delivery of small 
packages, the sending of them C. 0. P. ! 
and the prevailing extravagance in dress j 
of which variegated slioes were selected ; 
as the example of a prime factor in the j 
high cost of 
wearing apparel. Mrs. 


Frederick also referred 
to the recent 


move of merchants in eastern cities to 
do away with the "sending on approval" 
system, declaring that no merchant could 
stand thc wear and waste of thc custom 
without boosting his prices to the con- 
sumer to get even. 


All through her talk Mrs. Frederick 


urged that training for housekeeping '• 
should be made a part of the school 
curriculum, that girls should be taught 
how to do housework efficiently and not 
wait to marry into housekeeping as 
thousands of them do. and then declare, 
'I didn't know a tiling about housework 
when I got married." In every other 
branch of work there is much prepara- 
tion and in everything in these days, 
young men and women 
take 
special 


courses to prepare themselves for "ca- 
reers." 
But thc percentage who pre- 


pare themselves to be home makers and 
housekeepers is small enough to be ap- 
palling. In everything else, efficiency is 
demanded, why not housework? 


To illustrate some things Mrs. Fred- 


erick entered into details, explaining 
how time Is wasted In getting tools to 
gether and after the work is done in 
putting them away again. 
Men, she 


declared, would always be seeking 
some way to make the work easier, but 
women seem willing to make things 
hard for themselves, and neither econ- 
omize time nor labor. Mrs. Frederick 
also referred to the distinction between 
cooking for the family and feeding the 
family. 
Many women know how to 


cook well but they do not know any- 
thing about tho value of different 
foods as nourishment. 


An universal training of girls in 


housekeeping Is as necessary for the 
happiness 
of the "great American 


home" as military training is a neces- 
sity for the maintenance of an army, or 
special training is needed to make an 
aviator, an electrician, a carpenter, a 
brick layer or a member of any profes- 
sion. Girls should bo taught about the 
production of food stuffs as well as 
about their consumption. 


"Did you over hear of a high school 


course that taught its pupils the value 
of money?" asked Mrs. Frederick. Of 
course there was no reply from the au- 
dience of an affirmative character. But 
the speaker explained why such a plan 
would be practical. 


Mrs. 
Frederick has just been visit- 


ing gatherings of farmers and consum- 
ers in Wisconsin and Illinois. She de- 
clared she had obtained their views 
concerning: tho high cost of living of 
which several were surprising. One Is 
the gradual taking up of land in the 
west formerly used for grazing cattle, 
only, thus decreasing the numbers of 
stonk for market. Another is the high 
prices of land; another a great increase 
in wages which the farmer finds dif- 
ficult to compete with against the pay 
paid in factories. 
A farm hand gets 


forty dollars a month-now. whereas be 
formerly got from 18 to 20 dollars per 
month. Still another reason Is the ro- 
riuctlon of hours given to work, and an- 
cther factor are the laws.,Boverni,i< 
child labor. These reasons'were some 
given to Mrs. Frederick by the pro- 
ducers. 
Her further comments con- 


cerned the demands of the public to 
have everything done for them, thus 
indirectly increasing a larger expend! 
ture by the storekeeper, and the e-':- 
dent lack of thrift found ->n every han 1 
ir. this great country.

•outhern California waters, all of. thorn 
suitable for leather. "While the busi- 
ness of fishing for these leviathans is 
exciting, it is not dangerous as there 
are no man-eaters among them. 


The Oil shark and the Leopard shark 
po'sscss the greatest commercial value. 
Most peculiar are the Hornback, which 
spears its prey with a horn in its tail 
and then tows it ,to the bottom: the 
Shovel Nose, which has a broad, flat 


beak like a.shovcl; -ihe .Basking shark, 
which frequently attains a length of 
36 feet, and the Trashcr, which lashes 
its prey to death with Its tall. Schools 
of Trasher sharks have been known to 
attack whales in these waters and to 
whip them to death. 


The bigger the shark the more suit- 


able his hide for tanning. In fact, the 
thickness of shark leather depends en- 
tirely on the size of the fish. 


Big game fishermen will welcome 


this new industry as a boon. In re- 
cent years terrific inroads on the big 
game fish of tho pacific have been 
made by sharks. 
Now th?.t tho gov-

HAVE RETURNED FROM EAST. 


Pennsy Relief Department Explains 


the New Schedule. 


A change in the method of determin- 


ing the amount of pensions to be paid 
to retired employes of the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad system, and its directly 
operated lines east and west of Pitts- 
burg and Erie, has been authorized by 
the several boards of directors and be- 
came effective with the payments made 
for the month of January, 1017. It will 
result in increased allowances in a 
number of instances. 
A minimum of 


$15 per month has also been estab- 
lished. 


I 
The purpose of the change is to pi'o- 


tect employes who are unable, by rea- 
son of sickness or infirmity, to earn full 
time during the closing years of their 
service. 
• 


Pension allowances arc now pairl 


monthly by the railroad on the basis of 
one per cent of the average regular 
monthly pay, during ttte ten years pre- 
ceding retirement, for each year of 
service with the company. Under this 
method, it has been found that in some 
cases the employes, on account of sicK- 
noss or old age, were unable to make 
full time during tho ten-year period, 
which resulted in a reduction in the 
amounts of pensions they would other- 
wise have received. 


Under the new plan, in order to ar- 


rive at the average monthly pay of an 
employe who has been unable to make , 
full time, the total amount of money ] 
earned during the last ten years will | 
be divided by the total number of ! 
nymths or parts thereof he was actual- ' 
ly engaged. In case an employe should 
not be engaged at all during the ten- 
year period, the pay- he received for the 
last full month, working under normal 
conditions, will be considered his aver- 
age pay, under the new regulations. 


The revised regulations apply to all 


employes pensioned on or after Jan- 
uary 1, 1017. Employes who had been 
previously placed on the pension rolls,

Wasliington, Feb. 24.—Democratic sen- 


ate leaders decided 
late today they 


would hold the senate in continuous ses- 
sion to break the republican filibuster. 


"We will remain in session without 


recess or adjournment as long as it is 
necessary cither to break this iilibuster 


to demonstrate that it cannot be 


broken," said Senator Simmons, chair- 
man of the finance committee. 


The conference was held after reupb- 


lican senators had dropped all disguises 
in the filibuster and had participated in 
an obstructive debute for two hours on 
the legislative appropriation bill confer- 
ence report. In the democratic confer- 
ence held in the finance committee room, 
were Secretary ilcAdoo and Senators 
Simmons, Stone, Martin, James, Thomas, 
Swanson and Hughes. 


"We arc going to insist on keeping this 


revenue bill before the senate no matter 
what happens," said Senator Simmons. 
"The whole prepwredness program nnd 
the destiny of the nation is dependent 
on this bill and if the republicans want 
to take responsibility for imperilling the 
country they will have to take blame. 


"There will be no compromise on this 


measure and, if the minority proposes 
to keep up this filibuster, we shall have 
to fight them with a continuous session 
of the senate." 


"It the republicans want to take 


responsibility for delaying the prepar- 
ation of the nation in this grave crisis," 
said Senator James, "they may take 
it, but the country will know where 
the responsibility lies. 
If republican 


senators want to light for the inter- 
ests of munitions makers so that they 
may reap the profits of warfare and 
escape payment of any of its tax .bur- 
dens, the country also shall be in- 
formed of that."

Joie Raj", diminutive Chicago distance 


runner, Is only one example of the supe- 
riority of present day athletes of those 
of other years. 


Ray has recently set two new records, 


clipping off whole seconds from the old 
marks for the one and one-half and two 
mile indoor runs and during tho summer 
expects to knock a few of Al Shrubb's 
distance records miles high. 


Only a. few of the records of other de- 


cades remain standing. Ray shattered a. 
venerable one when he stepped tha un- 
common mile and a half in 6:45. The old 
record of 6:46 2-6 had been set by Tommy 
Conneff In 1895. 


In the two mile race Joie negotiated 


the distance faster than It had ever been 
run in America, clipping almost thre» 
seconds off the mark made by Geeorge 
Bonhag several years before and coming 
within 1 4-5 seconds of the world's out- 
door record of 5:9 8-6 held by Al Shrubb. 


Ray could have made better time, as 


he loafed part of the distance and was 
continually bothered by slow handicap 
men getting In his way. 


But on this occasion he wasn't after 


Shrubb's record, for 
it wouldn't havo 


counted anyway, as Shrubb ran his fast 
two nilles outdoors. 


Other modern performances are equally 


remarkable. For many years it was said 
that professional record of 4:12 2-5 set by 
W. Q. George for tho mile would nevei 
be beaten. Then Norman Taber clipped 
a fraction of a second from the mark and 
It is quite possible that the mile will be 
run in 4:10 before many seasons have 
passed.

But these are vital differences, be- 


cause It means Ihat the chaplain must 
preach a virile, manly message—with 
lots of punch in it—or he won't have 
a congregation, because the attendance 
is purely voluntary. 


It means also that he can preach 


right straight at the men without fear 
of offending some rich man in the con- 
gregation who may cut off his contri- 
butions. 


"The men on different battleships 


are as different as the people in tho 


various churches," the chaplain said 
to me after the service. 


"There is a distinct individuality 


about each ship's crew," he added. 


He might have gone farther. 
He 


might have said that not only are the 
crews on different warships different, 
but every man in every crew is also 
different. 


Why should men be just "men" sim- 


ply because they are sailors? Why 
isn't there room for differences in 
tastes and temperaments among sail- 
ors just as there is among men of any 
other class or occupation? 


Here's where many of us have made 


our mistake in dealing with Uncle ! 
Sam's seamen, in social and civic and j 
religious matters. We have forgotten 
that they came principally from Amor- 
lean homes and firesides—just where 
the rest of us camo from. 


The chaplain deals with his parish- 


loners as individuals. They come to 
his little office aboard ship with their 
personal problems.

20,618,000, so that in 


twenty-six years following the net in- 
crease has been 19,399,000 or 94 per 
cent., while the gain In the population 
of the country for the same period has 
been about 39,000,000 or 61 per cent. 
The churches therefore gained faster 
than the population. 


Of the gains in 1916, about 216,000

Statute Giving Votes to 


Women Not a Lengthy 


Document. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 24.—The 


complete text of the new Indiana part 
suffrage law, passed by both house and 
.senate and only.awalting: the signature 
of Governor Goodrich, is as follows: 


"A bill for an act granting women 


the right to vote for presidential elec- 
tors and certain other officers, and to 
vote in certain elections. 


"Section 1. Be It enacted by the 


general assembly of the state of In- 
diana, that every woman who is a cit- 
izen of the United States of the age of 
twenty-one (21) years and upward,, 
who shall have resided In this state 
during the six (6) months, and In the 
township sixty (CO) days, and In the 
war dor precinct thirty (30) days, im- 
mediately preceding any election, shall 
be" entitled to vote in the township or 
precinct where sho may reside, shall 
be allowed to vote for presidential elec-. 
tors, delegates to a constitutional con- 
vention, for attorney general, for chief 
of tho bureau of statistics, for state 
geologist, for reporter of tho supremo 
court, for judges of the appellate court, 
the superior courts, criminal courts, 
probate courts and juvenile courts; for 
members of the county council, for 
county assessor, for township trustee, 
township advisory board and township 
assessor, for all 
elective officers of 


cities and towns, for all school officers 
elected by the peoplc.lind for all other 
elective officers not provided for In tho 
constitution of Indiana, created by the 
general assembly of the state of Indi- 
ana, and upon all questions other than 
constitutional amendments, but Includ- 
ing tho ratification of a new constitu- 
tion which may be submitted to a vote 
of the people of the state or of n»y 
subdivision thereof, or of any munici- 
pality, and in any primary. election I 
such women shall have the right to 
vote for all officers nominated or elect- 
ed at such primaries.

Some Things Kept Quiet 


g OME things have been kept quiet by the "War 


Department, which has used proper Judg- 


ment in such a case. It Is doubtful If a single 
Individual other than the officers Intrusted with 
authority there, know what tha armament la at 
Port Wool, a fortification built out In the mid- 
dle of the entrance to Chesapeake Bay, on a 
•mall island that easily was passed by the fed- 
•ral fleet In the civil war. 


U was there that the noted battle between 


the Monitor arib Merrlmao was fought—such 
a bfittle aa never could be fought again. They 
battled over the shallows of Hampton Roads in 
Plain-view of thousands. Today our smallest 
naval guns cpuld riddle any vessels attempting 
to approach as close to our shores on either 
Bide. It will be recalled that the United States 
fleet had penetrated the bay and was anchored 
iff Hampton Roads, noar Newport News. 


Tha Merrlmac was In the Norfolk Navy Yard 


and steamed out to complete a battle against 
the federal fleet that It had commenced the 


- Say before. 


Today guns from either the Norfolk llavy 


yard or Newport News—lying at some points 
ibout twenty mlles apart—could sink any ship 
even attempting to cross the waterway, where 
the James River spreads out Into the Chesa- 
peake. 


But the exact size and position of these gun. 


have wisely been kept silent 


Visitors who are courteously shown through 


Fortress Monroe, and who Inspect the old moat 
and the mortar pits, may believe they hava 
Been all our fortifications there—but they have''- 
not. Some have even expressed surprise that the 
big hotel, known as the Chamberlain, was per- 
mitted to be built In such fashion that it In- 
torcepted the range of certain big guns whan 
pointed In a certain direction. 


But these same visitors do not know that 


the hotel was so constructed that It could bo 
leveled easily in a short time—some engineers 
say it could be taken down without injuring 
Uie framework in twenty-four hours. The brick- 
work, masonry and fittings, of course,- would 
»ulT«r. 


In case of any emergency, the total destruc- 


B 


tion of any building Intercepting the range of 
a gun would be a necessity. And the en- 
gineers of the United States army could re- 
move any building that ever was built in th« 
space of twenty-four hours by using explosive*, 
or even the big guns whose range is blocked. 


Fortifications Well Guarded. 


UT who know, fully Just what haa been 


done at Cape Charles and Cape Henry? 


Ever since the declaration of the present war 
In 1914 those fortifications have been closed to. 
visitors. That Is especially the case at Fort 
Henry, 
on the opposite cape a battery of 


searchlights was placed that clearly outlined 
any vessel attempting to enter the bay. Fort 
Henry remained in darkness. 


Had necessity arisen, the shot, necessary to 


stop that vessel would have come from Fort 
Henry. Except for the momentary flash of the 
guns, nothing could be seen by an enemy force, 
while any ship attempting to dash through 
would be outlined, u If thrown on the screen 
of a moving-picture curtain. 


As for U. chance to get through the channel, 


when that wa* mined, as It would be ID war 
time, the answer would be easy. 


In the daytime it would be hopeless for a 


hostile fleet to attempt to enter Chesapeake 
Bay. In foggy weather, which would give them 
their only possible 
chance, they would be 


"picked up" by our own destroyers. A single 
wireless flash, a brief pause for our destroyers 
to scuttle from the danger zone,' and there 
would be some thunderous explosions from the 
bottom of the bay and the opposing vessel, 
would cease to exist except on memorial tablets 
that probably would be erected by grieving 
friend, at home. 


A. In San Francisco, the harbor fortifications 


provide a perfect picture of alt water, adjoin- 
ing the bay In what I. called a "camera ob- 
scura." Thl. Is a chamber, many feet under- 
ground, with an attachment that wa. the fore- 
runner of the present periscope, if any invader 
should b« weak-minded enough to try and ap- 
proach the entrance, the ship would be noted 
Instantly In daylight through the observer at 
the periscope, or, at night It would be picked 
up by one of the searchlights. 


And Just In front of every'observer 1. a .mail 


glass mirror, divided into square., on which 
the image of the ship outside appears. Each 
square Is numbered, and an electric button 
would instantly elgnal Its position to the mortar 
batterles-that probably would be flrst used-to 
tha big guns ashore and to the engineers who 
had laid the mines under that particular square 
of the ocean.

satisfactorily, so far as the United States of 
America Is concerned.

Direction by Wireless. 


|?VEN in dense, foggy weather, our de- 


stroyers are able to time their speed so 


accurately that they know exactly over which 
"square" they are steaming. Once a steamer 
Is observed, they send In their wireless flash. 
Then Investigate, probably flre a warning shot, 
and disappear In the gloom If the ship Is of 
large size. Their wireless does the rest, so far 
as information Is concerned. 
\ 


A. an indication of the completeness with 


which our destroyers do their work, It may be 
remarked that 'the Prince Eitel Friedrlch and 
the Kronprinz Wllhelm, the German raiders 
which entered Norfolk harbor In 1B1B, were In- 
stantly stopped Just within the tb*eo-mlle limit 
by United States destroyers and were convoyed 
into port The destroyer Pauldlng took one. In 
and tho monitor Tallahassee, which then was 
being used as a patrol ship for the harbor, took 
in the other when tha destroyer turned It over. 


This was three miles outside the entrance to 


Chesapeake- Bay. 
Our destroyers would be 


many miles further out at sea In time of actual 
war conditions and could "pick up" a ship that 
more readily.

They probably 
were twenty miles outside the harbor entrance 
when the Elitel Frledrich and the Kronprinz Wll- 
helm drifted quietly under cover of the fog 
banks which each chose on their days of entry. 
It Is possible tho German raiders—later sent to

B UT suppose a ship should get through, by 


somt chance, and try to penetrate tha 


mouth of tho bay? 


Evan before it came under the guns of Fort- 


ress Monroe It would encounter an unobtrusive- 
looking fortification known as Fort Wool. This 
la built on an island that exactly faces the 
tncutb of the bay. 


Like Helgoland, It had to be built up by add- 


ing concrete here and there, building huge ar- 
rays of piles and guarding It against the 
tides. 
It is not an Island that Juts high out 


of tho water like Germany's triangular shaped 
base. .It Is a low-lying stretch of ground, ap- 
parently, and no armament whatever can be 
seen upon It from either shore. 


Yet coast artillerymen of the United States 


knew that they mounted at least ono ""*« 
gun there, in a sunken pit. 
As an indica- 


tion o( how thoroughly secrecy is maintained,, It 
may be mentioned that no detail of artillery- 
men was ever used for tha same detail for 
more than a day or two. As a result, the 
men who wera escorted over the huge piece, 
which was swathed In canvas, do not know 
whether tho gun for which they prepared tho 
base was of 11-inch or16-inch boro. They only 
knew It was of tho largest size. 


Moreover, It Is supported by a number of 


Quick-firers that would play a valuable part. 
These guns, by continually firing shells loaded 
with a mixture of black ana smokeless pow- 
der at an approaching enemy, could surronml 
It with a cloud of smoke through which it could 


Black powder makes a cloud of white smoke 


and tho semlsmokoless of the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war times makes a cloud of brown smoke. 
Either can bo used to "smother tha enemy's 
aim." A cloud of smoke raised In front of him 
blocks his vision Just as the "smoke clouds" 
that our destroyers can draw along the Hori- 
zon. 
Once the range Is caught, our own guns. 


loaded with smokeless powder which will not 
obscure the aim of our gunners, can surround 
the enemy with a dense smoke with the chancis 
are that every shell is hitting. This same prin- 
clpls Is used In shrapnel firing, especially with 
antiaircraft guns, 
A small portion of black 


powder Is placed In the charge, so that the 
puff ot white smoke can be seen when the 
shell explodes. This elves the gunner a chance 
to adjust his range. 


Smoke Cloud In 12 Minutes. 


A 


S FOR the smoke cloud that Is drawn 


across the horizon,* ten destroyers, patrol- 


ling six mlles apart, can draw a smoke cloud 
sixty miles long In about twelve minutes If a 


can easily steam thirty miles an hour and they 
would simply have to turn in the specified direc- 
tion and by making tha arrangements of their 
oil furnaces which turns loose dense clouds of 
unconsumed smoke 
would steam up to the 


beginning of the smoke line left by the neigh- 
boring boat six miles axvay. 


At the same time, they would spray the ssa 


with oil to cloud the periscope of any subma- 
rines that might approach. 


On a bright.._ clear, windless day off Chesa- 


peake Bay, this method probably would ho 
followed by the patrol 
fleet. 
If the enemy 


ships came prowling through such a smoke 
cloud, they would be met by the carefully 
airui.gei; flro of big guns from our own-de- 
fenses. 


It must be remembered that no such per- 


mission for traffic is given In war tima through 
the mouth of any_ harbor as that which pre- 
vails in peace. 


As a rule, certain hours are specified. Ships 


must enter during those hours. At otlicr times 
a destroyer, towing an Ingenious contrlvanca 
which strings a line of mines across the chan- 
nel, closes the entrance. 


Visitors to Old Point Comtort and those who 


visit Norfolk anrl go down to Ocean View and 
then see the searchlights playing across that 
wicla channel, may think it Impossible to block- 
such an entrance in a few hours—or even mln- 
utns, if the case arose. 


Yet it will bo recalled that during the hurri-

GROWING THE CHERRY C O M M E R C I A L L Y 


By H. P. GOULD. 


Probably no tree fruit is grown I ries are less hardy than -the best 


more widely throuehout the country | known sour sorts. Their endurance 
than the sour cherry, or **pie" cherry, 
as it is often cp.lled. The distribution 
of sweet cherries is more restricted. 
The thirteenth census reports for the 
entire country a total of 11,822,044 
cherry trees o£ bearing age, and 
about one-half as many not of bear- 
ing- age. Those of bearing age are 
distributed in every state in the 
Union and range in number in the 
different states from 120 in Florida 
to more than one_million in each of 
the states of Pennsylvania and Ohio. 
However, in most of the states In 
which many cherries are grown the 
commercial interests are relatively 
small compared with several others in 
which the number of trees is con- 
siderably less. In the latter the in- 
dustry is largely centralized in cer- 
tain locations or regions where the 


commercial interests are extensive, 
while in the former the trees are dis- 


of cold corresponds more nearly to 
that of the peach. It may be doubted 
whether sweet cherries as a group 
endure long, hot summers any better 
than the sour sorts, possibly not as 
well. 


The most important 
sweet-cherry 


producing regions are in the Pacific 
Coast States, where the sour cherry 
is almost unknown. 
Bast of the 


Rocky Mountains the 
commercial 


production of sweet cherries is con- 
fined very largely to the Hudson 
River valley, western New York, and 
western Michigan. In the two latter 
sections the climate is much modified 
by the influence of the Great Lakes. 
While sweet-cherry trees are more or 
less widely distributed Uxro\ighout a 
large portion of the country 
the 


number of trees aside from those in 
the sections mentioned is compara- 
tively small. 


In selecting a location for cherry 


growing—that is, the general region 
or community in which the enterprise 
is to be developed—several things 
need to be considered with much 
care. The general relation between 
climatic conditions and the geographic 
distribution 
of 
commercial 
cherry 


culture has been mentioned. As the 
fruit is very perishable, quick trans- 
portation to market is essential, and 
also refrigerator service if the fruit 
is to be shipped long distances; and, 
further, a relatively large crew is re- 
quired to handle the fruit properly. 
Large orchards therefore should not 
be located where it is practically or 
economically impossible to assemble 


j and care for the requisite labor to 


cherries, have been made not'only in 
sections where previously large quan- 
tities nave been grown for market 
but also in regions not formerly 
prominent in this respect. It, there- 
fore, follows that large numbers of 
trees are just coming into bearing or. 
have not yet reached their full bear- 
ing capacity. 


The most of the important com- 


mercial cherry-producing regions are 
so located geographically that much 
of the fruit from them finds its natural 
outlet through the same markets, thus 
making keen competition in seasons 
of a good crop in the several more 
important sections of commercial pro- 
duction. As the younger orchards, of 
which there are many, come into full 
bearing, competition naturally may be 
expected to increase rather than de- 
crease, with its corresponding effect 
upon the prices received by the 
grower, unless there is an increase 
in consumption. 
This possibly may 


be brought about either by the cherry 
becoming more popular or by reach- 
ing 
markets 
not 
fully 
supplied 


through the usual channels of dis- 
tribution. 


The 
prospective 
cherry 
grower, 


therefore, will do well when seeking 
a location for an orchard to take fully 
into account the extent to which the 
demand for cherries is supplied in the 
markets that are within a convenient 
radius of any location that he may 
consider. Where-one can locate, or is 
located, in a good cherry-growing 
section and within easy reach of a 
town not well supplied with cherries.

the growers are concerned.

THE DEMAND FOR SQUABS INCREASING 


Hatching and Rearing Sqnabs—The 


hen pigeon usually lays two eggs in 
three days before she starts to sit. 
If more than two eggs are laid it is 
advisable to remove the extra ones, 
as a pair of pigeons can raise only 
two good squabs at one time. 
The 


period of incubation of pigeon eggs 
is about 1" days. Both the male and 
female pigeon sit on the eggs, the 
male usually relieving the female dur- 
ing part or most of the day. Pigeon 
eggs are usually fertile if the pigeons 
are healthy and properly fed, espe- 
cially when, they have free range. 
One squab (usually the male) fre- 
quently hatches first, and where there 
are several cases where one squab 
outgrows its nest mate, it may be ad- 
visable to sort the squabs in the nests, 
making the pairs as uniform as pos- 
sible in size and age. They should 
usually be changed in the nest, how- 
ever, before they are 10 days old, 
at which time their parents stop 
feeding them on pigeon milk. 


Squabs are reared and fed by both 


of the parent birds on a. thick, creamy 
mixture called pigeon milk, produced 
in the cr.op of the pigeons. It is very 
essential that the pigeons have a plen- 
tiful "supply of grain while they are 
rearing squabs if rapid growth of the 
young is to be secured.

Farm Management survey last sum- 
mer in Carroll County, Missouri, a 
farmer wa? found who had some 
drains in successful operation that had 
cost him nothing but his labor. This 
was on land that had plenty 'of slope i 
so that the question of fall in laying' 
his drain did not enter in. The reason 
this did not cost him anything but his 
laoor was because he used poles in- 
. aleak of tile. He had a large grove 
ol' maples that furnished the poles. 
He dug a ditch as though he Were; 
going to put in tile. Instead of tile 
he laid two poles in the bottom of the 
ditch with a third pole on top of these. 
two. 
He then threw in a little straw i 


and weeds on top of these poles and 
plowed In the ditch. 
Some of this 


work was done twenty-five years ago— 
seventeen years ago he did some more 
—today this draJfh is running a good 
stream of water and draining some 
bad secpy places on the hillside in his 
fields. 


It is true these poles rotted out in 


a, few years, but this did not stop the 
drain by any means. 
When these 


drains work satisfactorily for twenty- 
five years, they ought to be worth 
while., 


A great many farmers who. do not 


liave the money to buy tile have lots 
of poles on their farms that might be 
used in this way. This farmer had 
a grove that was worth mighty little 
to him as it stood. 
By utilizing the 


poles in this grove he was able to 
make them worth a great deal to 
him.—O. R. Johnson.

form of disposal Is also popular, be 
the poultry dressed or alive. 
There 


is always exertion on tho part of the 
commission men to get all they can 
for the product and the better the 
quality the more they will obtain, and 
greater will be the returns to the 
producer. 


A small percentage of the poultry 


for market is produced on the city 
lots. The disposal is usually to the 
next door neighbor, alive or dressed. 
Another outlet is to the Jew trade 
which gathers up all that is available 
In localities where they harbor or 
congregate. 
In a great many locali- 


ties produce bouses are located which 
receive the greatest bulk of this trade, 
which in turn ships to the packing 
' houses, or into the large eastern 


I cities in car lots. 


I 
At the present time there are. a few 


specialist* scattered here and there 
over the country who market their 
product either retail (which is, of 
course, the best method when such 
trade is available), wholesale, or 
commission, and a few have their 
own cold-storage where the poultry 
is killed and stored until the market 
demand exceeds the supply. Others 
kill and store'in the large cold-stor- 
age houses of the great cities. Very

few specialists sell direct to packing 
houses because it pays them, better 


I to market through some of the above 
'mentioned sources. 
Yet the packing 


house has its place ^in the circuit of 
, the market poultry business. 


Chickens Packed Breast Up. 


Before poultry- reaches the con- 


sumer, it has to fro through many 
processes: From the farm the poul- 
try is marketed as it runs; large, 
small, fat, lean, sick, and deformed. 
Very little attention is given to the 
quality of the product, yet it would 


be money in the pocket of the farmer 
were he to keep out the culls for his 
own use or dispose of those which 
were unfit for food, elsewhere be- 
side on tho market. 


The shipping of poultry to a com- 


mission merchant or firm is quite a 
common practice near large cities. 
This seems to be quite a satisfactory' 
way. 
It has advantages and dis- 


advantages. A car of poultry shipped ; 
to New York City from Kansas City | 
raises the price per pound from 3% 
to 4 cents, and before the consumer 
gets it, it is raised 
1*& to 2 cents 


more per pound. Yet the results ob- 
tained are usually in favor of this 
method of marketing. 
Large com- 


mission concerns have adequate fa- 
cilities for handling both live and 
dressed poultry, thus assuring good 
care of the product until it has been 
sold. 
It is essential that the prod- 


ucts be of the best grade possible 
to get the best results. 


At times poultry finds its way into 


the hands of the jobber, who in turn 
sells to the retailer, which means 
that the products have to be exposed 
and handled a great deal more, hence 
a decrease in quality. Finally, it is 
the retailer who deals the blow that 
is to topple the 
consumer,—high 


prices and inferior product. 
There 


are a great many retailers who buy 
direct from the producer. It is not 
long before the public finds it out 
and it is this retailer who reaps the 
harvest of trade. 
The retailer has 


many things to contend with, such as 
refrigeration, display cases, etc. Many 
attempt to handle dressed poultry 
who do not have adequate equip-1 


ment, hence offer for sale very In- 
ferior quality of poultry meat. 


Depending on the trade the re- 


tailer sells the poultry alive, dressed, 
drawn, or undrawn, and by request 
at times, boned. The live poultry is 
sold mostly to the .Tews, who havo it 
killed by the Kosher. Tho Jews con- 
sume from So per cent to 90 per cent 
of the live poultry shipped to New 
York. 


There are three methods of draw- 


ing dressed poultry:- Boston-drawn,

being the one most widely used and 
the best when the poultry is to. be 
used immediately.

A VALUABLE SERVICE.

Do Not Thrive 


Many horses lose condition, or fall 


to make gains during winter months 
because they are infected with worms. 
This is especially true of colts. Horses 
suffering from worms generally have a 
good appetite, but apparently benefit 
little from the food eaten. 


There may be no symptoms which 


point conclusively to worms, but this 
trouble Is so common that if the colts 
and horses are not doing as well a* 
they should for the feed given, a worm 
remedy may prove of decided vaJu«. 
In treating horses for wo'rms, It is well 
to keep in mind that the drug is meaa$ 
for the worm rather than the horsa 
and should, therefore, be given in as 
concentrated form as possible. To in- 
sure this, little or no bulky foo* 
should be fed during the course «• 
treatment, and as the parasites am 
stupefied by worm remedies rather 
than 
killed, 
the 
animal's 
bowels 


should be kept in an active condition 
so that the stupefied worms may be 
passed out before they regain their 
vitality. 
A well salted bran mash 


once a day will generally insure such 
an action. 


The following formula is a worm 


remedy which Is also of value as a 
tonic: Powdered nux vomica 2 ounces; 
powdered gentian root 4 ounces; pow- 
dered areca nut 6 ounces; sodium 
chloride 4 ounces; arsenious acid 2 
drams. Mix. 


Give one heaping teaspoonfnl to 


every 250 Ibs. weight, every morning 
and evening for about ten days. The 
medicine may be mixed with ground 
feed or sprinkled over oats or corn 
which has been dampened.—Dr. L. S. 
Backus, Mo.
